AMMAN (JNA). — The First 
Conference of Arab Culture Mi¬ 
nisters Tuesday morning held its 
second session at the A1 Hussein 
Youth City, where it approved a 
draft project of eleven recom¬ 
mendations it will adopt in its 
closing session on Thursday. 

j The recommendations stress 
i the need for new organisational 
policies for Arab cultural agen¬ 
cies and to work out ways to 
ease cultural cooperation bet¬ 
ween Arab countries. 

The recommendations also in¬ 
clude proposals related to the fi¬ 
nancing of Arab cultural work, 
the complementarity between 
Arab cultural and educational 
bodies, the boosting of Arab cul¬ 
tural cooperation in the interna¬ 
tional field to bring out and high¬ 
light Arab culture, establish cul¬ 
tural centres abroad and coope¬ 
rate on cultural themes with fo¬ 
reign universities and institutes, 
and finally emphasise the cultu¬ 
ral values and tradition of the 
Palestinian people in particular. 

Tuesday’s session of the con¬ 
ference was chaired by the Mi¬ 
nister of Culture and Youth, Sha¬ 
rif Fawwaz Sharaf, who announ¬ 
ced that the “Amman Communi¬ 
que” will be issued by the con¬ 


ference in its find session Thurs¬ 
day and will include, among 
others, the recommendations oi 
the conference. 

Sharif Fawwaz thanked the 
Arab Educational. Cultural and 
Scientific Organisation iAECSO) 
for preparing the conference. 
AECSO is a specialised agency of 
the Arab League whose aims are 
to promote cultural unity bet¬ 
ween Arab countries 

Delegation heads were unani¬ 
mous as to the positive results 
of the conference which, they 
said, were made possible by Jor¬ 
dan’s efforts in organising it.

It has chosen to increase prices 
by five per cent because world 
inflation stood at 4.6 per cent, he 
added. 

Sheikh Yamani denied repons 
from some Western countries and 
some OPEC countries claiming that 
Saudi crude oil output would be 
boosted to force the other OPEC 
countries to abandon their plans 
for a ten-plus-five per cent rise. 

He said : “We won’t double our 
oil production. In spite of our hu¬ 
ge reserves we know that oil is 
among national riches that have 
to be preserved. Saudi Arabia is 
certainly taking its own interests 
into account, but also those of the 
international community." 

In an earlier development, Ku¬ 
wait's Oil Minister, Abdul Mutta- 
leb A1 Kazimi, said in Kuwait last 
night that the majority of oil ex¬ 
porting nations must cut back pro¬ 
duction to balance increases by 
Saudi Arabia and the United Arab 
Emirates. 

Speaking on television Mr. Al 
Kazimi, however, dismissed the 
possibility of a price war within 
OPEC. 

Mr. AJ Kazimi described as ex¬ 
aggerated estimates putting Ku¬ 
wait’s extra income from the pri¬ 
ce increase at over one billion dol¬ 
lars.

The way things have been moving lately in and around 
the Middle East, it is probably all the better that the govern¬ 
ment of Premier Yitzhak Rabin has decided to step down now 
and thus set the stage for general elections in Israel this 
spring. Those elections had been scheduled for October, and 
looked to be another of the obstacles in the way of serious 
Middle East peace talks. Conventional thinking had it that it 
would take President-elect Carter 4-6 months to come up 
with an American policy towards the Middle East, by which 
time the Israelis would be politically immobilised because of 
their fall elections. It has also been the cornerstone of Mr. 
Rabin's policy - - or as much a policy as he can be said to have 
- - that he would not commit Israel to withdrawals from occu¬ 
pied Arab lands before consulting the Israeli people about 
the matter. One presumes such consultations would take the 
form of a general election or a referendum, and so now one 
expects Mr. Rabin to use the coming election as a test of what 
kind of mandate the Israelis will give him to enter into ser¬ 
ious negotiations with the Arabs, especially the Palestinians. 

The whole Israeli election campaign will inevitably have 
a never-never-land aura to it because the talk of “peace nego¬ 
tiations” that might puncture the electoral air will be largely 
undefined and unrealistic. It shall also be imposed upon the 
candidates to a great extent, because of the feeling today - - 
in the Middle East and elsewhere - - that an Arab “peace offe¬ 
nsive” has been launched which requires a clear Israeli res¬ 
ponse. That response shall be what the Israeli party leaders 
will try to elicit from the Israeli people during the coming 
election. We expect that, as usual, the Israelis will talk about 
peace on the basis of such clearly ludicrous ideas as the Allon 
plan or other general proposals that expect peace to come 
out of a process that will have Israel do little beyond give 
back most of Sinai and stretches of the West Bank and the 
Golan Heights, without giving up Arab Jerusalem and all the 
occupied Arab territories, or coming to an agreement with the 
Palestinians that will take away the causes of the underlying 
Zionist-Palestinian conflict in Palestine. Those causes are the 
concept and practice of exclusivist Israel as a Zionist state. 
The occupied Arab lands are symptoms of the conflict, not its 
causes. For serious peace talks, the Israelis will have to be 
willing to make fundamental changes in the fabric and form 
of their state of Israel. This is the full process by which peace 
becomes possible. Our feeling is that the difficult totality* of 
this shall be.jgnored during the Israeli election campaign, to. 
the detriment of everybody in the Middle East, especially the 
Israelis. 

The progress that has been made in the past decade, in 
terms of recognising more clearly the imperatives of peace in 
Palestine, is real progress indeed. The Israeli elections will 
show us how far the Israelis have come in this sphere, and how 
much farther they still have to go, particularly in appreciating 
the fact that their “peace” wishes will be finally satisfied only 
through a dialogue with the Palestinians. It is clear that the 
Israelis need more time to learn this, but perhaps.the simulta¬ 
neous advent of a new Israeli leadership and a new American 
leadership is the combination that will spark clearer American 
and Israeli perceptions — and bolder actions--in the Middle 
East peace picture. They are two out of the three elements 
that determine peace or war in the Middle East, and they have 
both been unwavering in their negative attitudes for many 
years. It may be time for a change.

Iran-EEC trade 
talks are opened 

BRUSSELS. Dec. 21 (AFP). — 
Iran’s Finance Minister Hushang 
Ansary has opened negotiations 
on a trade and economic coope¬ 
ration agreement with the Euro¬ 
pean Economic Community at 
EEC headquarters here. Mr An¬ 
sary and EEC Commissioner 
Finn Olav Gundelach, chief ne¬ 
gotiator on behalf of the •‘nine", 
in introductory statements yes¬ 
terday explained the position of 
each of the two sides. 

Informed sources said the' key 
issue in the negotiations, which 
are to continue next February, 
would be the terms for access to 
the EEC market of Iranian in¬ 
dustrial products, including re¬ 
fined petroleum products and 
petrochemicals. 

Both sides referred to Iran’s 
recent prosperity. But neither 
commented on the increase on 
oil prices decided by the oil ex¬ 
porting countries over the week¬ 
end.

South Yemen releases Iranian Phantom pilot 


. ADEN, Dec. 21, (R). — South 
Yemen today released an Iranian 
pilot whose Phantom jet fighter 
was shot down last month over 
its eastern border region with 
Oman, it was officially announced 
be re. 

The pilot, Maj. Darius Jalali. 
37, was handed over at Aden air¬ 
port to a Saudi mission which 
had come to negotiate his release. 


The major was flown off to 
Saudi Arabia after being carried 
on to the plane in a stretcher. He 
suffered a leg injury when his 
plane was shot down on Nov. 24. 

South Yemen said the plane 
crossed its border from Oman on 
Nov. 24, but both Oman and Iran 
said the plane was brought down 
over Omani territory while on a 
training flight. 


Maj. Jalali told an airport press 
conference that he was happy to 
be going home. 

The South Yemen Foreign Mini¬ 
stry issued a statement here last 
night saying he was being relea¬ 
sed in response to a request from 
Saudi Arabia and as an expression 
of brotherly feeling towards that 
country. 


HONG KONG. Dec. 2J (AFP). — 
Chinese provincial radio broad¬ 
casts monitored in Hong Kong 
make it clear that two major cam¬ 
paigns are in full swing through¬ 
out China. 

They are simultaneously direc¬ 
ted at whipping up new enthusi¬ 
asm and efforts for increased ag¬ 
ricultural . and industrial produc¬ 
tion and at thorough exposure of 
the “towering crimes of the gang 
of four.” 

It is claimed that the gang of 
four - - including Chairman Mao’s 
widow attempted to ruin the eco¬ 
nomy so that after seizing party 
and state power they could pre¬ 
sent themselves as the nation’s 
saviours. 

Broadcasts from major provin¬ 
cial radio stations report many 
mass meetings where the two 
themes are linked in almost iden¬ 
tical terms signifying a concerted 
and unified policy based on direc¬ 
tives from the central party lea¬ 
dership. 

On the production side of the 
campaign, the emphasis is on the 
need to “vigorously promote pro¬ 
duction" to “win back the losses 
caused by the interference and sa¬ 
botage of rhe gang of four." 

Extensive publicity is being gi¬ 
ven to the national conference 
which began in Peking last week 
on learning from Tachai (model 
production brigade) in agriculture. 

The general call to peasants 


made by the broadcasts is to "lay 
the foundation for realising a big 
and rapid increase in agriculture 
next year and surpassing the na¬ 
tional agricultural development 
targets.” 

A Wuhan radio report on a con¬ 
ference of Hupeh provincial Com¬ 
munist officials and peasants ur¬ 
ged “speeding up the pace of the 
development of the national eco¬ 
nomy."

PEKING. Dec. 21 (AFP). — Silk 
portraits of Chairman Hua Kuo- 
feng are the latest addition to 
the line of products from the fa¬ 
mous silk factories of Hong- 
chow, in southern China, which 
specialise in weaving portraits 
of Mao Tse-tung. 

The New China News Agency 
reported this morning that the 
Hangchow silk workers began 
preparing these new portraits as 
soon as Hun kuo-feng was no¬ 
minated as party chairman. 


nouneed as being made for a na¬ 
tionwide industrial conference, this 
exhortation can be viewed as a 
keying up of the nation to carry 
China forward to the front rank 
among world economies before 
the end of the century, as envi¬ 
saged by the late Premier Chou 
En4ai a year ago. 

Taching, China's leading oil pro¬ 
ducer. is also cited in the broad¬ 
casts as an example to be followed 
in the development of industry, 
commerce, communications and 
capital construction. 

Chengtu Radio for instance an¬ 
nounced that a municipal confe¬ 
rence on learning from Taching 
would soon be convened. 

Chengtu is the capital of Szech¬ 
wan, the most populated province 
in China and one in natural resour¬ 
ces. 

The political side of the dual 
campaign is consistently similar 
throughout the provinces. It was 
well summed up by radio kumming 
on Dec. 16: “In the current stru¬ 
ggle to expose and criticise the 
gang of four, the main tasks facing 
us are to give free rein to the mas¬ 
ses, in close connection with rea¬ 
lity, to thoroughly expose and cri¬ 
ticise the towering crimes of the 
anti-party clique of Wang Hung- 
wen, Chang Chun-chiao, Chiang 
Ching and Yao Wen-yuan in usur¬ 
ping the party and seizing power, 
and rapidly investigate those peo¬ 
ple and events involved with the 
conspiratorial activities of rhe 


gang of four. This is nor only very 
necessary, but also opens the way 
for exposure and criticism. We 
must concentrate energy, forces, 
time and targets and fight this bat¬ 
tle in a planned and organised 
way.” 

Another clear factor emerging 
from the radio broadcasts is that 
followers of the gang of four are 
still undertaking subversive acti¬ 
vities in several provinces. 

For instance, Kumming Radio 
said: “The faithfuJl followers of 
the gang are still waiting to see 
which way the wind blows. They 
are even establishing ties, studying 
counter-strategies, creating rum¬ 
ours. stirring up factions, and shif¬ 
ting the main orientation of the 
struggle." 

And two days ago Canton Ra¬ 
dio urged ‘'revolutionary vigilance" 
in guarding against sabotage. 

“We must resolutely suppress 
class enemies who dare to sabo¬ 
tage this struggle (against the 
four), counter-revolutionaries and 
persons who beat, wreck and loot," 
the radio said.

Indonesia may not 
raise oil price 
by a full 10/ 

JAKARTA, Dec. 21 (AFP). — 
Indonesia will increase its crude 
oil export price by at least 
five per cent from Jan. 1, but 
not necessarily by as much as 
the 10 per cent agreed at the 
OPEC meeting in Doha, a Min¬ 
ing Ministry spokesman told 
AFP today. 

The decision on new prices 
for sales to Japan will be made 
after the return of Mining Min¬ 
ister Mohammad Sadli from 
Qatar and consultations with 
Japanese importers, he added. 
Indonesia now has five diffe¬ 
rent export prices for its crude, 
ranging between $13 and $10 a 
barrel. 

Indonesian oil revenues were 
i expected to increase by at 
least $1,000 million In 1977 as a 
result of the price rise, the spo¬ 
kesman said. '‘They were esti¬ 
mated at almost *$5,000 million 
for 1976. 

Oil revenues accounted for 
60 per cent of the nation’s bud¬ 
get In 1976-1977, a proportion 
likely to remain unchanged 
next year. 

The cheaper price of Saudi 
Arabian and United Arab Emi¬ 
rate oil would pose no problem 
for the marketing of Indonesian 
oil in Japan, the Mining Mini¬ 
stry spokesman said. 

Indonesian authorities were 
confident that Saudi Arabia 
would be unable to cope with 
the increasing needs of Japanese 
industry and that Japanese 
importers would continue to 
buy Indonesian crude in at 
least as large quantities as 
before. 

Japan has been by far the 
largest importer of Indonesian 
crude, the last yearly figure 
approximating 300 million bar¬ 
rels.

but explains the principle, the 
philosophy and theory that are 
behind them. He analyses tilings 
as they are or how they sho¬ 
uld ideally be in the future. At 
times he relates a habit to the 
pre-Islamic -- A1 Jahiliya --or 
post-lslamic periods. 

Capt Abbadi, who hw an 
MJL in social studies and a 
higher diploma in Mamie stud¬ 
ies, Is a public relations officer 
at the Police Security Depart¬ 
ment and the responsible editor 
for the police Security maga¬ 
zine “A1 Sburtah”. 

Capt Abbadi has produced 
a 13-episode television serial 
called “Wadha wa Ibn AjLan,” 
relating the story off love and 
war in bedouin societies.

BONN, (CSM). — Mustafa Dur- 
mus sports a thick, black mous¬ 
tache to complement his black 
curly hair. He came to West Ger¬ 
many from the province of Konya 
in Turkey in 1969 to “make a bet¬ 
ter life for myself - - and I have.” 

Officially he is called a “guest 
worker". 

In 1973 West Germany stopped 
recruiting guest workers. Now 
more than 500,000 of them have 
gone back to their own countries. 
In that earlier year there were 
26 million foreigners working 
here -- now there are just over 
2 million. 

The year 1975 was wfaep the 
growth trend was really reversed. 
It was also a recession year, with 
a million Germans out of work. 


EEC rules, such nationals can 
work without restriction. 

The other 600,000 workers axe 
either married to Gomans or have 
been here long enough to have 
a permanent residence permit. 


Many feel the foreign worker 
count will stay above 12 million.
